DEMOCRACY vs. BOLSHEVISM 

There may be a millenium sotffe 
day, when the peoples of the Ayorld 
will be utterly, radiantly happy, hav¬ 
ing overcome the meanness, trickery, 
treachery, selfishness, animal pas¬ 
sion, and whatnot of degradation that 
is the inalienable inheritance of the 
flesh fettering the ascension of the 
spiritual, but this near perfection will 
never become an actuality until the 
average human being acquires a 99 
per cent increase over the education 
doled out to him at present. Ignor¬ 
ance is the handmaid of evil. And 
ignorance causes more misery today 
than a United Church can lay at the 
door of the devil. An example of the 
unfathomed harm ignorance is respon¬ 
sible for was furnished by the recent 
Russell trial. Previous to the Russell 
trial, or even now, what do you know 
about Bolshevism? It’s ten chances 
to one your idead of a Bolshevist is 
predominated by whiskers, bombs, 
rapine and murder. And where did 
you get the-idea? ..Without doubt, 
from exaggerated newspaper ac¬ 
counts. But could you carry a five- 
minute, intelligent discourse on Bol¬ 
shevism? Ten to one you couldn’t. 
To you, Bolshevism is a monstrous 
joke; but it isn’t. It is a stem reali¬ 
ty that is threatening your peace and 
happiness because it is threatening the 
overthrow of your very government. 
And that government has been so col- 
ossally ignorant as to try to throttle 
it by suppression. Recently a young 
college student at Edmonton was ar¬ 
rested for having in Elis possession a 
copy of "Soviet Russia,” being a 
transgression against the orders-in- 
coundl issued by the Ottawa govern¬ 
ment. Such action on the part of our 
government is in direct opposition to 
the principles upon which democracy 
is based. As a matter of fact Bolshe¬ 
vism is the extremest, insanest foftn 
of socialism ever conceived, but that 
is no reason why you and I should be 
deprived of examining it, and arriving 
at our own conclusions. We are not 
children. We must be carefully shield¬ 
ed against the evils of the world even 
to the extent of having our reading 
matter censored by "ft number of men 
who evidently imagine it their duty 
to determine what is good for us to 
know. We have our own brain for 
such determinations. The people of 
this country are not .fools. They will 
not, by reading both sides of the Bol¬ 
shevistic question be fired with a de¬ 
sire to overthrow law and order as 
the Russians have done. If the Soviet 
system of government is nothing but 
a system of murder and rapine is it 
to be expected that any Canadian 
would support it? Such a contention 
is rank nonsense. But the suppres¬ 
sive methods of the government have 
produced just the results that the Bol¬ 
shevik propogandists anticipated. 
Their propaganda seeped through the 
censorship and fastened on the minds 
of the ignorant and intelligent Cana¬ 
dians were powerless to combat it for 
they did not know what to combat. 
There is no man in the civilized world 
more ignorant than the Russian peas¬ 
ant Bolshevism is his first step ~t6- 
ward a democratic form of govern¬ 
ment. He has been ground in the 
dirt so long that his first attempt 
necessarily took the form of revenge, 
an attempt to annihalite his masters, 
place them in the position he evacut- 
ed, rob them of their property and 
their every right. In this he has suc¬ 
ceeded, but he has come to find that 
his lack of education and intellect are 
a handicap he cannot hope to sur¬ 
mount He has found that the division 
of land and coveted articles once the 
possession of his former masters has 
brought about internal strife where 
every man holds what he claims at the 
peril of his life is the cheapest com¬ 
modity in Russia. Yet he refuses to 
admit he is wrong ana with the dog¬ 
gedness of ignorance he attempts to 
foist his form of government on every 
country in the world. But does he ap¬ 
peal to the intelligent classes who ar¬ 
rive at their conclusions by the use of 
their brains? No. He appeals to the 
primitive passions of the ignorant, 
which is the first count in a verdict a- 
gainst his form of government. He 
refuses to submit his arguments 
where the light of truth may discover 
their hopeless deficiences. Everf so, 
that is no reason why a select body 
of men should forbid you and I the 
satisfaction of concluding once and 
for all, from a clear presentation of 


the evidence, that Bolshevism is a i 
fanatical conception of an ignorant 
class of the world's population. If we 
tvish to read “Soviet Russia,” if It is 
-only to satisfy our curiousity, who 
( shall say us nay, or convict us-of i 
crime in the courts of the country/ and 
sentence us to imprisonment ’ The. 
men we elect to represent us in the 
government? Those men indeed! 
These ipen are elected to conduct the 
business of the nation, not to do our 
reading and our thinking for us. Such 
an attitude on the part of the Russian 
government is the very thing that 
produced Bolshevism. And' such an 
attitude is responsible for the spread 
of Bolshevism in this country. To hell 
with these tactics 1 Premier Borden 

and his clique have lost {heir useful¬ 
ness. It is high time he resigned and 
that politicians were given to under* 
stand 1 they, are the servants of the 
people and must do the people’s bid¬ 
ding, regardless of their own personal 
opinions, else we’ll have a red reign 
of terror on our own hajids. Dem¬ 
ocracy first, last, and all the time, 
but, let it be democracy 1 

To begin with, Bolshswism is made 
in Russia, although it/must be re 
membered that Bolshevism cannot be 
confined to that country. The word 
“Bolsheviki” means majority, but of 
the 185,000,000 people formerly called 
Russians only 75,000,000 are Bolshe¬ 
viks. The remaining millions have 
either broken away and set up inde¬ 
pendent de facto governments, sever¬ 
al of which have been recognised by 
the Allied powers, or have become ac¬ 
tively anti-Bolshevik. 

The Bolshevists are of "two classes 
in the matter of principles or platform, 
namely ComVyunists and Sovietists. 
The Communists are ^/Conglomeration 
of the soldiers’ sailorS’ and work¬ 
men’s unions who want the land to, be¬ 
long to the state, alonjpvith all indus¬ 
try, and the Sovietists, who are the 
agricultural rfass, want to own the 
land themselves. Combined, these 
two factions hold the majority" over 
all other factions and Lenine and 
Trotzky have managed, to bring them 
together-by a sort of compromise un¬ 
der the(npme of Bolshevists. But 
Lenine and Trotzky are not tiding to 
bring peace to Russia, they are simp¬ 
ly nranipuiatifig 75,000,000 .people for 
the realization of their own ambi¬ 
tions, which is dominating the w'orld 
Jhrough the ignorant classes. Within 
a year they have- developed a politi¬ 
cal machine that for autocracy and 
arbitrariness exceeds anything ever 
dreamed of by any corrupt .politician 
and one that is susceptible to an un¬ 
believable variety of corruption. And 
because the Bolshevists are ignorant 
they have to stand for it as all intelli¬ 
gent people are rigidly excluded from 
their organization and Lenine and 
Trotzky are only brains in the whole 
outfit. • 

Reduced to our political nomen¬ 
clature the Soviet system if govern¬ 
ment is this: 

All men and women in a riding vote\ 
to elect a body of commissioners or 
Soviet. At a meeting of tljis Soviet* 
held immediately after election, a 
certain number of its members are 
elected by all the members, as dele¬ 
gates to the provincial Soviet, accord¬ 
ing to the population of the riding. 
The provincial Soviet, consisting of 
the riding Soviets, meets and elects 
representatives to the national Soviet. 
Each and every individual Soviet sel¬ 
ects a certain number of its remain¬ 
ing members to run the affairs of the 
riding, province or nation, as the case 
may be, and the remaining members 
constitute an advisory board. Courts 
are created by Soviets of different 
grades according to their dignity. On 
paper it looks very simple and appar¬ 
ently gets rid of partisan organiza¬ 
tions, by-elections and representa¬ 
tion by professional politicians, but— 
Wire pulling occurred, as is always 
the case, since human nature is always 
human. The land was not all of equal 
value and favoritism governed distri¬ 
bution. When lands of the -former 
czar were allocated to peasants viol¬ 
ent controversies occurred that divided 
the entire country into feudist factions 
and ablution took the form of force 
whicli is nothing but a return to the 
doctrine of the survival of the fittest, 
a policy in direct opposition to social¬ 
ism. So much for the agricultural 
end of Bolshevism. 

The larger cities have an individual 
Soviet like a commission form of gov¬ 
ernment. Here we havg the work¬ 
men’s unions and the soldiers’ and j 
sailors’ unions who favor communism, 
which turns over factory, mine of de¬ 
partment stores to the state in charge 
of the men who work therein. And 
each factory, mine, etc., has its indivi¬ 
dual Soviet. This places these mem¬ 
bers of such Soviets at a numerical 
disadvantage in the provincial and 
national Soviets, but they have agreed j 
conditionally to the Soviet form of 
government providing the industries 
were communized and the peasant a- 
greed to communism of the land, 
which directly conflicts with his inten¬ 
tions so long as the government was 
Soviet and he controlled it. 

However, it must be understood 
that Lenine and Trotzky radically al¬ 
ter everything to suit their plans. 
Now, the Soviet, instead of being 
geographical, divided into ridings as 
it were, is occupational. The middle 
and upper classes are excluded and 
have no say whatever in the govern¬ 
ment and much less in anything else. 
But this pair of exploiters did not stop 
here. The governments and individ¬ 
uals of the Allied powers had, prior 
to and during the war, made heavy]' 
loans to Russia and these loans have ] 
been repudiated by the Bolshevists. 1 
This money, in a large part, repre- 
sented the savings of the people— i 
especially in France—and cannot be 
disregarded. All foreign property in 
Russia has been confiscated by the 
Bolshevik government And—this is 
the real menace—Lenine and Trotzky, 
to fasten their hold on their present 
supporters and realize their stupend- 
uous ambitions, which have thong of
